Such au empress was Josephine, in 


turn 'the spoiled darling and outcast; wife, 
of ^apoleon I., whose star filled the so- 
cial heaven of Europe for five years, Jo- 
sephine was more than forty years old 
and lia'd already exhausted all the arts ot 
lux,ur.y when she was crowned ernpr>esa.iu- 
1804. Her first beauty had long left her, 
and, it is said, she had practiced the fatal 
and fashiouable art of enameling until 
the enamel would no longer retain its 
hold on her skin, but cracked and covered 
her with a constant layer of white pow- 
der. 


For ordinary occasions her hairdresser 


was a M. Herbeault, "a magnificent crea- 
ture in an embroidered costume, with a 
sword at his side," but for any important 
occasion M. Duplan, the most consum- 
mate artist in the world, was called in. 
M. Duplan's salary for these occasional 
services was 20,000 francs a year, in- 
creased later by Napoleon to 42,000 
francs.

One Soppllo* Tallow and tbe Other 


YleldM VarnlNh. 


The tallow tree is a native of China. 


Some- species are also found in the East 
Indies. H is of about thu height and ap- 
pearance at the pear tree, the leaves re- 
sembling those of the poplar. The blos- 
som is yellow, but the singularity o£ tho 
tree is fho fruit, which is inclosed in a 
Lur.Ic like tUitt of the chestnut. When the 
fruit is ripe, the husk opens of itself, 
showing three white grains the size of a 
filbert. These grains contain the vegeta- 
ble tallow so useful to the Chinese. 


The grains are crushed, boile-d and aft- 


erward mixe'd with vegetable oil and 
wax. So prepared they make the best 
candles, burning almost without smoke 
and quite fre-e from smell. 
In China 


these trees are cultivated in extensive 
plains planted in regular order. 
The 


leave's incliae to red, and, the blossom 
being yellow, the trees aie beautiful ob- 
jects in a Chinese landscape, a grove of 
them having the appearance of a flower 
garelen. 


The tree has of late years been intro- 


duced into North America and is culti- 
vate>d about Charleston and Savannah. 
It is also admired in this region for its 
"remarkable appearance at the approach 
of winter." The leaves become a bsil- 


] liant red. and. the fruit husks falling off, 
the \\hite seeds remain suspended to their 
stem by slender threads. 


Another curious tree which grows wilel 


in China as well as Japan produces the) 
beautiful black .lupau varnish so much 
admired in .Tapiine.se productions of art. 


The varnish is made from the green of 


the tree, which is gathered much in the 
sumc way maple sap i« got from the ma- 
ple tree. About the middle of the summer 
a number of laborers proceed to the plan- 
tations of these trees, each man furnish- 
ed with a knife and a great number of 
hollow shells larger than oyster. In the 
bark of each tree they make many inci- 
sions about two inches in length, and un- 
der each incision they force in the edge 
of. the shell, which easily penetrates the 
soft bark. Thi.s operation is performed in 
the evening, as the varnish only flows at 
night. The next morning they sea-ape; eiut 


1 carefully the 
she-lK which are nearly 


filled with varnish. The next evening the 


1 shells are replaced and the varnish again 
' collected iu the morning. This process 
1 repeated through the summe'i' or until the? 


i varnish ceases to tlow. It is e-omputoel 
1 that fifty trees, nhich can bo atteneleel by 


n single workman, will yield a pound of 
varnish cuch ninht.—St. Louis Republic.

Processes of manufacture do not of 


.course use up oxygen in the sense of de- 
stroying it. They cause it to combine 
with carbon to form carbonic acid gas. 


If we find our supply of oxygen run- 


ning short, we might invent an artificial 
way of converting vitiated air into good 
air again. Vegetation in its laboratory 
does this for ns nil the time. 


We may imitate nature's laboratory. 


Having exhausted our fuel supply, we 
should depend upon electricity to furnish 
us tho power. 
All the water on the 


earth is made up of hydrogen and oxy- 
gen in combination. 


The oceans and rivers furnish a vast 


storehouse of oxygen if we can free this 
oxygen from the hydrogen. We can do 
this by electrolysis. The process is ex- 
pensive, but in the face of n calamity 
like the death of the race we probably 
should not hesitate on that account. 


One quart of water will furnish 500 


quarts of oxygen approximately. This is 
enough to supply the normal man for 
from three to f»iir hours. 
| 


Again, various processes of manufac- ! 


tnre now free oxygen from its com- 
pounds in ores and allow it to combine 
with carbon to form carbonic acid gaa. 
This is unnecessary. 


As soon as oxygen becomes vnluabln 


oxygen from iron ores, for examplf. will 
not be locked tip in use-less products or in 
Sing, but will be net free, so that instead 
of diminishing our supply we can alte-r 
Rome methods of manufacture so ns to 
increase it.

"lilue eyes, I suppose, are most f\ ,- 


mon, but ot! those there are many vaiii'- 
tios. The tp.or-t common kind is that 
which is really a mixture of dark hi no 
and grayish white. With this kind of an 
eye sometimes the blue and white nro 
mixed irregularly, in which case the eyo 
lacks brilliance, though it mar be lus- 
trous. Sometimes the bodj of the iris Is 
grayish white, with blue ladii extending 
from the pupil. This marking gives u 
peculiarly hard expression to the eye. In 
still another suhvariety the central pait 
of the iris is light bluish gray, with a rim 
of dark bine. Such an eye is often mis- 
taken for black. The dark rim nround iho 
Iris is not ho noticeable in bine eyes as in 
some other kinds, notably while and 
golden e.\ es, in \\hich it produces a 
strange, startling and fascinating effect. 


"The limpid blue eye is comparatively 


rare. It is oC a uniform coloration and 
appears to bv almost liquid. Fine >poci- 
inens have a certain homily, but the e\e, 
e.s a rule, lacks character. Near nkia to 
it is the eh:ua blue or robin's ogg bltto 
eye, also c.f unifoim coloration, but luck- 
ing liquidity.

"Of brown eyes the varieties are mini- 1 


berlcss. The deepest shade usually p,i'-s- 
es for black. Some eyes of this shade 
suggest a velvety texture, and thu whites 
by cor.trast have u peculiarly pearly lus- 
ter. There is always something sinister 
mid unpleasant nhout the eyes of this 
M>rt. Then theie are tho soft brown ijos 
that are usually called pleasant and tho 
sharp brown e>cs that are called snappy. 
You may oivasionlly find brown eves of 
such u light tint as to be called propoily 
oianco or yellow. The golden ej e is u 
variety of the brown eye, but u \ \ u n d o i - 
ful variety. It is not n yellow eye. It it 
infinitely more strange, moie beautiful, 
than the yellow o.i o. I recently saw a 
woman on the street who bail a pair oC 
these eyes. The effect of them was '-a- 
hnnced by n black rim nrmmd t i n - iiis. 
They were not exactly like the gold of a 
coin, but rather like- the gold dnM that 
floats and shimmers on a stream. (Inldeii 
eyes are not ferocious. They suggest tho 
w ild creature that has been tamed to gen- 
tleness. 


"When I speak of red eyes, I do not 


mean those of tin.- albino, which nro 
merely painful freaks of nature. I am 
thinkitm of what is really n variety of 
the brown eye. It is nbont the shade of n 
cinnamon bear's furry coat. In shadow it 
appears brown, but in bright sunlight it 
fl.i-.hos 
crimson. 
There is 
something 


strangely sinister about tbcfan eyes. They 
flash spite and fury even when they arc 
found in the most smiling face. 


"(Jreen eyes nro often the most fasci- 


nating of all eyes. The shade is rarely 
found unmixed, but I have seen eyes of n 
uniform tint 
resembling that elusive, 


green that may be observed for a moment 
in n summer sunset. Usually tho green 
tint is mixed with gray or brown or both. 
The combination \\ith brown or brown. 
and gray is known familiarly as the j 
brown hazel or green hazel eye, which, 
popular wisdom has it, is always to bo 
trusted. Green in tbe eyo is thought to 
indicate treachery. 1 believe more usual- 
ly it indicates power of 
fascination.

A COAL FAMINE. 


Philadelphia 
Companies Cannot Get 


Cars to Ship Their Product. 


A coal famine such as has not pro- 


vailed for years now exists at Phila- 
delphia by reason of which both the 
coastwise and West India commerce 
is almost entirely crippled. Orders lor 
coal boi.. t.ii'pnghout New England 
and tli? West India iblands are pour- 
ing in but'the meichants find them- 
selves unaule 10 maki shipmr-nts, ow- 
ing to the scarcity oL coal at tide- 
water. This condition in a great meas- 
ure is due to a scarcity of cars to car- 
ry the mineral from the mines. Lying 
in the Delaware nvcr, anchored; are a 
large number of steamers, schooners 
and barges, ail chartered, but unable 
to get their cargoes. Daily the situa- 
tion is becoming moie serious and 
vessel owner:;, becoming aware of the 
existing conditions at this port., are 
sending their vessels south to Mew- 
port Ne.ws and Baltimore from New 
England porU. hoping to get return 
cargoes in better time. Just how long 
this unsatisfactory condition will con- 
tinue is a mailer of fpoculation.^ Coal 
shippers having vesw Is on hand are 
unablf to say when they will .have 
coal on hand.
